In the mean time, the Pacha of 
Damascus, coveting the treasures of the Motsal- 
lam of Jerusalem, calls him to his Divan, cuts off 
his head, and appoints a new Motsallam in his 
place. Great excesses are committed in Jeru- 
salem by the troops of the new Governor, and, 
amongst others, Ebn-Temyn is slain. Ismay) 
prevails upon Maryam to fly with him across the 
desert, to the tents of his tribe. They suffer 
greatly under the burning rays of the sun, amidst 
the arid sand. Maryam is so worn out with fa- 
tigue, that her lover carries her along in his 
arms, being anxious to reach the fountain of En- 
gaddi, the nearest watering place.

An Unfortunate Russian Princess. 

An English traveller, who had been through 
the Northern countries of Europe, thus describes 
this unfortunate victim of Russian barbarity:.— 
After speaking of the various public edifices at 
St. Petersburg, he says :— 

‘¢ Here we had a fine view of the country over 
the Wibourg suburbs, and ina distant part of the 
citadel was pointed out the court ofthe prison in 
which the unfortunate young princess, Who was 
ensnared from Leghorn by the treacheror's stra- 
tagems of Orloff, and afterwards confined in this 
place, is said tohave perished. The story of this 
devoted voung personage is still wrapped in some 
obscurity : After the burning of the Turkish fleets 
near Fscheme, a beautiful young Russian lady, 
attended by an elderly lady, made her appear- 
ance at Leghorn; although she appeared without 
shew, or the means of making any, her society 
was much courted on account of the sweetness 
and accomplishments of her mind, the attractions 
of her person, and a certain air of majesty which 
particularly distinguished her. To some of her 
most confidential friends she communicated the 
fatal secret, that she was the daughter of the 
Empress Elizabeth by a private marriage, and 
that her pretensions to the throne of Russia were 
superior to those of Catharine II. to whose suspi- 
cious ear the communication was imparted with 
/uncommon celerity. Allured by the deceitful 
| solicitations of a Russian officer, who was an 
agent of Connt Orloff, who promised to espouse 
| her cause, and to guin over the Count, she came 
to Pisa in the year ’75 where Alexey Orloff then 
resided in great magnificence during the repairs 
of his fleet. Upon her arrival the Count paid his 
respects to her with all the defence and ceremony 
| due to a reigning sovereign, affected to believe 
her story, and promised to support her preten- 
|sions. At length, after appearing with her at 
| every public place during the carnival, and pay- 














|ing herthe most marked and flattering attentions, 
| he avowed, in the most respectful manner, a ten 
der passion for her, submitted to her the glitter- 
ing prospect of her meinting with hin the throne 
|to which she was entitled. Intoxicated with the 
idea, she gave him her hand. A few days after 
the nuptials, the Count announced a magnificent 
| marine entertainment in honor of the marriage.— 
| The young personage proceeded to his ship in 


| the cabin, gracious heaven, what a display of 
treachery was developed! Orloff upbraided her 
| with being an impostor, and, the more barbarfous- 
ly to degrade her, ordered her delicate hands to 
be fastened by handcutts, which had been pre- 
| pared for the purpose, and quitted the ship, which 
immediately sailed for Cronstadt, from whence 
she was brought to the fortress in a covered barge, 
where she was immolated, and never heard of 
more. It is supposed that she was drowned in 
her dungeon, which was rather deep,‘during one 
of the inundations of the Neva.”

ITURBIDE. 

Mr. Poinsett thus describes the adventurer 
Jturbide in his interesting Notes on 4 txico. 

“I was presented to His Majesty his morning 
(Nov. 5.) On alighting at the gate of the palace, 
which is an extensive and handsome building, we 
were received by a numerous guard, and then 
made our way up a large stone staircase, lined 
with centinels, to a spacious apartment, where ® 
we found a brigadier general stationed to usher 
us into the presence. The emperor was in his 
cabinet and received us with great politeness. — 
Two of his favourites were with hun. We were 
all seated, and he conversed with us for half an 
hour in an easy unembarrassed manner, taking 
occasion to compliment the United States, and 
our institutions, and to lament that they were not 
suited to the circumstances of his country. Me 
modestly insinuated that he had yielded tety re- 
luctantly to the wishes of the people, but had 
been compelled tosuffer them to place the crown 
upon his head to prevent misrule and anarchy. 

** He is about five feet ten or eleven inches 
high, stoutly made and well proportioned. His 
face is oval, and his features are very good, ex- 
cept his eves, which were constantly bent on the 
ground or averted. His hair is brown with red 
whiskers, and his complexion fair and ruddy, more 
like that of a German, than of a Spaniard. As 
you will hear his name pronounced differently, 
let me tell you that you must accent equally every 
syllable, I-tur-bi-de. 1] will not repeat the tales 
I hear daily of the character and conduct of this 
man. Prior to the late successful revolution, he 
commanded a sthxil force in the service of the 
Royalists, and is accused of having been the most 
cruel and blood-thirsty persecutor ot tle Patriots, 
and never to have spared a prisoner. His official 
letters to the viceroy substantiate this fact. In 
‘bead interval between the defeat of the patriot 

cause and the last revolution, he resided in the 
capital, and in a society not remakable for strict 
morals, he was distinguishe! for his immorality 
| His usurpation of the chief authority has been 
ithe most glaring, and unjustifiable; and his ex- 
|ercise of power arbitrary and tyrannical. With 
ja pleasing address and prepossessing exterior, 
and by lavish profusion, he has attached the off- 
cers and soldiers to his person, and so long as he 
possesses the means of paying and rewaiding 
them, so Jong he will maintain himselt on the 
throne ; when these fail he will be precipitated 
from it, It is a maxim of history, which w:il pro- 
bably be again illustrated by this example, that a 
government not founded on public opinion, but 
estublished and supported by corruption and vio- 
lence, cannot exist without ample means to pay 
the soldiery, and to maintain pensioners and par- 
tisans. Aware of the state of his fundgand of 
the probable consequences to himself ‘of their 
failure, he is making great exertions to negotiate 
loans in England; and such is the infatuation of 
the monied men in that country, that it is possible 
he may effect his object. 

“To judge Iturbide from his public papers, I 
do not think him a man of talents. He is prompt, 
bold and decisive, and not scrupulous about the 
means he employs to obtain his ends.”

each side of the lock. At the upper gate, on the 


work has sunk some inches, separating the wall 
on each side by a fissure or crack.

DESTRUCTIVE FIRE AT BOSTON 
A fierce and terrible fire, commenced on Wed. 
Nesday of last week, at a quarter before 1 o’clock, 
in the rear of Charles and Beacon-streets in Bos- 
ton, the wind blowing furiously from the N. West 
in an atmosphere excessively dry and dusty, and 
in the course of little more than three hours con- 
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‘sumed 15 handsome brick mansions, and other 
' buildings together with part of their furniture, the 
least vaiue of which must amount to 150,090 dol- 
‘lars. This calamity originated in a chimney be- 
| longing to the house of Mr. Haven in Charles-street, 
which caught fire and some accidental spark fell 
into a quantity of shavings surrounding a Carpen- 
ter’s shop opposite, They were instantly ina blaze, 
|which spreading with astonishing quickness, 


| caught the fences and out houses of the nearest | 


| dwellings in Chesnut-street, Charles.street, and 
Beacon-street. Two houses in Chesnut-street, 
were first burned, then the new house of Mr. John 
Bryant in Beacon-street, and the corner of a block 


| in Charles-street, The wind kindled the flames |

About 3 o’clock, the ex- 
ertions of the fire wards and engine companies were 
directed to save the line of beautiful edifices in 
Beacon-street ; the heat had been communicated in 
succession through seven solid partition walls; the 
fire was extinguished ata litle atter 4 o’clock at 
| the high wall of Mr. Eckley’s house. When it 
was supposed that it would extend to Spruce 
| Street, bricks were immediately procured for the 
purpose of bricking up the windows of the two 
houses on the corners of said street, but the fire 
was fortunately got under before it reached there. 
ANOTHER STEAM BOAT ACCIDENT. 

The Jersey, a ferry boat which plies between 
New-York and the opposite shore, bursted her 
byiler on Monday last, by which circumstance a 
young lady passenger was scaldedto death. The 
| particulars are these. 

About one o’clock, the boat arrived at the city 
of Jersey; the passengers landed, and the men 
were employed in getting in wood, the steam at 
the moment discharging through the safety pipe, 
when the boilers burst with a terrible explosion. 
The boiler was seen to rise forty feet from the 
deck when it exploded, and the fragments flew 
| from 10 to 50 feet from the boat, destroying all 
| the wood work with which they came in contract. 
| Miss Charlotte Nelson, about nineteen years old, 
_ an adopted daughter of Mr. Peter V. Ledyard, of 
New-York, who had just stepped on board the 
_ boat to return home, was struck by a part of the 
wreck, and driven against the bulk head, and was 
instantly killed. The engineer was not on board 
when the accident occurred. The pilot, Mr. Wil- 
liam West, was just stepped from the boat to the

LOsS OF THE ENGLISH BRIG JESSIE. 
Extract of a letter from Prince Edward Ssiand, 
June 12. 

“Tt now becomes our painful duty to record the 
melancholy loss of the brig Jessie, with all the pas- 
sengers and crew, 26 in number. She sailed from 
Three Rivers on the 25th day of December last, 
for Liverpool, G. B. and was seen passing Cheti- 
caw, (Cape Breton) on the evening of the 27th, 
and it is most probable she run on shore that night 
on St. Paul’s Island. From the currency of seve. 
ral reports from the adjacent shores of the wreck 
of a brig on that Island, a small vessel was des. 
patched from the house of \iessrs, M‘Kay’s (the 
owners) which returned on Tuesday last with the 
most conclusive proofs of the fatal loss. The wreck 
of the Jessie lies within 200 yards of the south 
west point of the island, and on the west side of 
the point eleven bodies were discovered about half 
a mite from the wreck ; among whom were recog. 
nized Donald M‘Kay, Esq: Mr. Forbes, (a mer- 
chant of Miramichi) and capt. M‘Alpine, who were 
lying together. It would appear that (hey must 
have perished from the severity of the weather, as 
some provisions were found. The passengers who 
left Three Rivers in the Jessie, capt. M*‘Alpine, 
were Donald ‘Kay, Mr. Forbes, Mr. John Lowe, 
Mrs. Williams, (wile of Mr. Jobn Wiiliams,) and 
two of her family.

Permission having been politely given 
by the Baltimore Shot Tower Company, the hose 
was introduced into the Tower, and taken to the 
top of the column, being an elevation of 172 feet 
of perpendicular height, thraugh 265 feet of hose, 
along a winding stair-case. The water was then 
propelled to a considerable distance above the 
summit of the tower, in the very short space of 
one minute and five seconds of time, without more 
than ordinary power at the levers of the engine, 
and at the same time produced what the firemen 
term a “continual stream.”’
